The Lawrence calamity. 


Owing to the disarrangement of the mails 


Thursday, we were unable to furnish any 
further particulars of the fearful calamity 
in our paper yesterday. 


The following additional 
information 


relative to the disaster, we gather from the 
Boston Herald of Thursday ; 


;The loss on the Mill by this disaster is 


estimated at $600,000, on which there is 
insurance against fire, but none against 
such a loss as this. 


The ruihi lay in one confused heap, co. 


ering an area of about two acrei'and pile 
up to a height of about thirty feet. 


From nearly every hole and crevice 


this-tast pile, from the top, from the aides 
and in fact from everv fssure from whenci 
a_voice from the inaide could make its way 
came slmeks lor help, groans of anguish 
prayers and meanings, and in ,'many, very 
iiiiiriy cases, the poor sufferers could hi 
distinctly seen, tallied to and even reachei 
by the hand from the outside.

The Obstruction [to Trirvel. 


" When shall my troubles have u end !" 
For the last ten dayi thil ejaenlation hai 


been frequently uttered by Newport travellers, 
and thought still more frequently. In fact, it 
may be said that travelling " hal been a pur- 
suit under diffiaulties." 


First, we had the delay and uneertainty at- 


tendant upon the Perry's contests with the iee, 
for several days. Leaving here at '8 A. M., 
Providence was reached " ai EOOI as posiible/' 
which was proved to he ». mljhty "uncertain 
quantity in calculation;" returning, we found 
home at ftiiy time between five and nine o'clock 
in the evening. This lasted for several dayi, 
but it was nothing to what was hidden in the 
future. The matter reached a olimaz Tuesday 
last. The Perry left Providence for Newport 
as usual, with her mails, baggage and passen- 
ger! ; the end of her voyage »«.!, the reaching 
Field'. Point, catting a hole through the boai'l 
jide sufficient to sink, and transferring her 
passengers and mails to the aleaiaer Bradford 
Durfoe. These same passengers were painfully 
questioning their own interior spirits, 33 to 
when their troubles «honld end. Could they 
liavo penetrated the veil which hung between 
thorn and " coming events," they would have 
scan what they subsequently learned, that de- 
liverance was not yet. 


The Bradford carried said passengers to Fall 


River, where they took passage for Newport 
on hoard of the Stato of Maine. Soon after 8 
o'clock, they started on what, they trulted at 
last, was to be s short and Blicoessful passage 
for Newport. But this "dreara of bliss" wai 
very soon dissipated by ths engineer's bell, 
ringing oS'staam; al! wsrc again upon foot,

at anchor; then came the unwelcome tidings;

Wednesday morning. The cause of anchoring 
by the Stato of Mains, was the fact that her 
officers did not think it was lafc to trust to her 
compasses, there being something mjrsterinns 
about their working.
